Mrs. Mildred Dall’s Husband Is a 


Clerk, but Order Is Not

A dispatch from Washington printed in 
this morning s Globe-Democrat states that 
“Miss Mildred Doll is to be removed from 
the postoffice sérvice as a result of her 
connection with the Baumbhoff case. 

Further it is stated that in the course 
of the examination of witnesses by William 
Dudley Foulke, former civil service com- 
missioner, Miss Doll was the first of those 
who gave way under his cross-examination 
and that she broke down and confessed to 
the information that led to the alleged dis- 
covery of the conspiracy.” 

Inquiry at the postoffice met with the 
response that no person by the name of 
Mildred Doll ig now or has ever been em- 
ployed there. 

There is, however, a Mrs. Mildred Fay 
Dall, who made charges against the post- 
master. Mrs. Dall is not and never was a 
postoffice employe, but her husband, Fred 
Dall, is a clerk under Mr. Baumhoftf. 

It appears that Mrs. Dall went to see 
Postmaster Baumhoff regarding her hus- 
band and during the course of their con- 
versation alleged that the postmaster had 
offended her. This is the statement, which, 
it is said, she has retracted, and this it is 
understood, is the part she played in the 
so-called “conspiracy.”

VIEWS TAXIDERMIST’S WORK 


Keeper, Awakened by Fierce Strug- 
gle in Dark, Is Unable to Check 
Deadly Fight. 


Without a sign of remorse in his bleary, 
blinking eyes, Barnum, the largest lion 
of the tribe of African monarchs of the 
forest’ in Ferarri’'s zoo, looked out from 
his cage this morning upon the skinning 
of Spitfire, his latest mate, and also his 
latest victim.

Perhaps the fact that Spitfire was his 
fifth victim, and that therefore the novelty 
of killing was worn away and without 
power to arcuse him from a feeling of 
ennul, dulled his conscience. 

Or perhaps he hasn't any conscience. 

At any rate, he merely looked on while 
Spitfire was being skinned; and before the 
task was finished, he yawned, rolled over 
on his side, crossed his paws and went to 


sleep. 

Barnum killed Spitfire after a desperate 
battle at the dead hour of 1 o'clock in the 
morning. She had been brought to his 
cage nine hours before and he had not ob- 
jected. They had passed a pleasant even- 
ing, and at midnight were lumbering ‘round 
and’round the cage, growling contentedly 
and giving, to the best of their ability, con- 
sidering the limited area over which they 
were permitted to roam, an imitation of a 
prowl for prey in the African forest. 


Capt. Cardona, their trainer, gave them a 
good-night look, and went to bed in the 
back part of the barn.

An hour later Cardona was awakened by

Cardona 
sprang from his bed to act as peacemaker; 
for he knew that Spitfire would probably 
lose in the fight, and as she was a 31000 
performer, he didnt care to have that 
happen. 

As he started he knew he was too late. 
The terrific growis of the pair of lions told 
him that the fight was on. 

When he reached the cage both animals 
were fighting with all their strength and 
viciousness. Baruum had carried the battle 
into the far corner of the cage; there Spit- 
fire was at bay, but not dismayed. As 
Barnum struck she struck back, parrying 
and trying to land a knoekout or tear a 
gash with her great claws. 

Cardona yelled and jabbed at the fighters 
with his pronged stick. It was no use; he 
simply goaded them to greater viciousness. 

Presently Spitfire thought she saw her 
chance, and, rising on her hind legs, ept 
her left paw at Barnums head. Her blow 
landed and a four-inch cut, deep enough 
to bury a man's finger in the wound, was 
opened at the edge of the yellow mane. 

But it was Spitfire’s death stroke; for 
Barnum sprang at her throat before she 
could recover from the blow, and four 
great tusks, meeting two and two, closed 
through her windpipe. 

Her growl was choken. Barnum held to 
her throat as she fell, growling more deep- 
ly than before. “He continued to hold until 
after her kicks had ceased, and despite the 
efforts of Cordona and his helpers to beat 
him away. 

When Spitfire was quite still on the floor 
of the cage, Barnum loosened his hold, 
lifted up his great head, and gave forth a 
howl that shook the roof. He was utterly 
impervious to the proddings of the sharp 
stick until after this howl and three oth- 
ers that followed it had echoed their way 
through the rafters. Then he retreated sul- 
lenly to the other end of the cage. 

A heavy partition was pushed into the 
cage. separating Barnum and his victim. 
Spitfire was dragged out hurriedly in the 
hope that she might be saved. But she 
was quite dead. Her jugular vein was 
pierc and even if that had not been 
fatal, she was strangled. 

In his seven years’ existence as a mem- 
ber of Ferarri's menagerie, Barnum has 
killed three of his own cubs and one of his 
mates, Nellie. None of them gave him the 
fight that Spitfire gave. 

Barnum also has the distinction of hav- 
ing almost torn the arm off of Trainer 
Albert Stanley, who, at Akron, O., at- 
tempted to show his ability to handle 
the animal.

$12,000 Tells of the Success of 
American Riders. 

Weighted down by the not unpleasant 
burden of some $12,000, the fruits of two 
years’ hard work abroad in the saddle, 
Jockey John J. MeGinn, the American 
rider, arrived in St. Louis from France 
Sunday and is staying with his father-in- 
law, Aug. Schlottman, Alis Lee avenue, 
where he has become the hero of the 
neighborhood. 

McGinn’s home is in Dallas, and he will 
return there in a few days. 

His health has been such that he does 
not expect to return to the moist climate 
of France next year. 

“If I could stand it I would surely go 
back,” said he. “It is the greatest turf 
country in the world, especially for Amer- 
icans. Americans led the winning jockey 
list straight down to the seventh man. I 
think there were only seven American 
riders in France. 

“Of these, Ben Rigby, the St. Louis boy. 
finished third. Rigby is very popular there 
and had good mounts. J. Ransch, the San 
Francisco boy, did the best work of all, 
winning 92 mounts. Ghields was second, 
with 78. Rigby was third, with 63; Thomp- 
son fourth, with 58. and so on. I was sey- 
enth, with 43, but I was two months on a 
sick bed. 

“There are no pikers running horses in 
France. They are all of some degree of 
the nobility. X. Balli, & count, had first 
call on my services. Prince A d' Arenberg. 
president of the French Jockey Club, had 
second call and his son third call.
